TOWN WARRANT 


The State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Newton, qualified to Vote in Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said town, — 
on the second Tuesday of March next, at nine o’clock in the fore- 
noon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To. choose a Town Clerk, three Selectmen, one for three 
years, one for two years, one for one year, Town Treasurer, Tax 
Collector, Auditors, Road Commissioners, Trustees of Public 
Library, Constables, Sealer of Weights and Measures, Measurers 
- of Wood and Bark and Surveyors of Lumber, Health Officers, 
Fence Viewers, and all other necessary town officers and agents 
for the ensuing year. 


2. Toraise such sums of money as may be necessary for paying 
the town debts and defraying the interest thereon, for the support 
and maintenance of the Public Library, and for other necessary 
charges arising in said town. 


3. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $25 
for Memorial Day purposes. 


4. To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer and Board of 
Selectmen to the Town Auditors, the’ reports of the Auditors, 
Agents, Committees, or other officers heretofore chosen or appointed 
and to pass any vote relating thereto. 


5. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


6. To bring in your ballots upon each of the questions sub- 
mitted by the Convention to Revise the Constitution relative

to the amendments proposed by said Convention at a session 
held on January 28, 1921. 


7. Tosee if the town will vote to raise money for the extermina- 
tion of moths. 


8. To see if the town will vote to change the time and rate 
of. discount on property taxes viz: 4% discount if paid 15 days 
from date of bill; 2% discount if paid on or before August. Ist, 
of the current year. 


_ 9. To see if the town will vote to re-establish the price of rent 
of town hall. 


10. To see if the town will vote to raise $1,500.00 as their 
share of overdraft of over $6,000.00 on the Federal Aid work done 
last year. ; 


11. To see if the town will vote to raise $292.00 in order to 
secure State Aid. 


12. To see if the town will vote to raise $1,200.00 for State 
Aid Maintenance. 


| 13. To see if the town will vote to raise any highway money 
above the amount required by law.

“Be it resolved, that the Cemetery trustees shall have charge 
of all care, improvements and maintenance of all cemeteries owned 
by the Town; and shall have charge of all expenditures of funds 
specially raised for the care, maintenance or improvements of all 
cemeteries owned by the Town at this or any future legally called 
Town Meeting,’’ and the resolution was adopted. 


Articles 9 and 10 already provided for in the appropriation. 


Article 11. John E. Hayford offered the following resolution 
and moved its adoption: 


“That the Selectmen are hereby instructed to take from the 
road agents’ districts the unimproved sections of the Raymond- 
Plaistow road, so called, in the Town of Newton and to accept 
the provisions of Chap. 117 laws of 1917, for the maintenance of 
said sections of road, and the sum of $100.00 is hereby appropriated 
for this purpose,’ and the resolution was adopted. 


There being no further business to come before this meeting, 
it was adjourned, sine die, at 1.05 P. M.-

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Newton: 


I herewith submit my second annual report as Superintendent 
of. Schools. 


The work of the year has been in general fairly successful. We 
experienced very great difficulty in getting a suitable teacher 
for the Junction school and the work was for the most part done 
by substitutes and was consequently not satisfactory. Since 
September of this year it has been going well. 


The large number of pupils who went to the Haverhill and 
Amesbury High Schools give evidence of the excellence of the 
instruction in the village grammar school, and the district should 
feel gratified that Miss Tuck has remained with us another year. 


The remodelling of the Rowe’s Corner and Junction buildings 
have vastly improved the working and sanitary conditions. There 
remains only the addition of necessary windows in the Junction 
school and the finishing of the work so well begun and these build- 
ings should be in good condition for a number of years.

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The most important thing for the child is that he be given whole- 
some surroundings in order that his physical development may 
not be arrested. The stiff, cramped seats of the school room 
and the crowding of many, children into these in one room are 


not conducive to normal development unless relief be given by 
relaxation and by: frequent change of position. 


Unjacketed stoves which maintain a temperature of 80 degrees 
to 100 degrees in a zone within 8 feet of the stove and permit a 
temperature down to 45 degrees in the remote corners of the room 
are not likely to lead to good order, good work or good health. 
A properly adjusted galvanized iron jacket around an ordinary 
stove will keep a room comfortable in almost any weather. 


Relief may be, and is secured by frequent periods of play when 
the room is cold, and by opening windows when too hot. 


Plays and games that will bring into activity most of the muscles 
of the body and at the same time call for rapid thinking and bring 
about co-ordination of the nerves and muscles of the body to the 
thought are an essential part of the child’s education. The regular 
work of the class room tends to develop concentration of attention 
and develops the power of continuity of attention to one thing but 
does not call for corresponding physical activity. Manual train- 
ing of some sort should form a regular part of work in every well 
rounded curriculum. 


We have had one year of the working of the new education 
law and have found it good. It has resulted in a vast improve- 
ment in the physical condition in a great many school buildings. 


It has extended to a great. number of towns from 1 to 13 more 
weeks of school than they have had before, and has helped these 
districts in the payment of a salary that would secure at least a 
fair teacher. It has equalized the burden of taxation at a time 
when burdens were heavy by reason of inflation of costs. 


The new law has secured greater uniformity of standards of 
work and equipment in the elementary schools and thereby 
more uniform results. It has put the educational work of the 
state on a broad, general business basis that will result in economy 
of effort, in administration, expenditure of funds and in securing 
more satisfactory results in the education of the children. 
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The stimulus to home and school gardens given by war necessity 
of food production resulted in wonderful work in this direction 
by the school children. Since the close of the war teachers have 
found it very difficult to arouse interest enough in this work to 
make it mean what it should. Some teachers by their own interest 
in this subject and ability to inspire have kept this work going, 
but in general it has fallen sadly behind what it should be. I 
am hoping for a renewal of interest this year. | 


The extreme severity of the weather last winter rendered it 
impossible to visit schools as often or as regularly as usual. The 
depth of the snow would not allow the use of an automobile, the 
electric cars ran on two hour time or stood on the tracks waiting 
for power or a wrecking crew. 


In our case I made two unsuccessful attempts to visit a school, ; 


spending an entire day on each. The third time I was successful 
but the visit had cost three days work. This is not a complaint 


but an explanation that I have decided due to the cause of super-. 


vision. I find from my records that I made in all 734 visits during 
the year; an average of 4.4 visits for each of the average 167 work- 
ing days of the school year. 


The matter of securing suitable teachers constituted during 
the past year a very serious problem. In some of the schools 
in this district it was a question of using teachers whom we know 
to be much below our standdrd or of closing the schools. Some 
of these failed so utterly to appreciate their obligations of loyalty 
to positions and to the school authorities that changes had to be 
made even though these necessitated the use of substitutes for 
long periods. Most of the young girls however whom we set to 
work showed zeal, loyalty and faithfulness that will carry them 
to a successful career in the profession. if followed. 


Many of the problems and difficulties of a new or a young teacher - 


grow out of an attitude of unsympathetic aloofness on the part 
of the community. In more than one case schools have lost or 
failed to get a good teacher because of lack of good, convenient 
places to board. The really good teacher is sensitive—she must 
be—and hostility or even lack of community support is so severely 
felt as to neutralize her best efforts and render her depressed. 
Then follows brooding and aloofness on her part and then a new 
teacher and the same thing starts all over again.

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For your own good and for the good of your children take the 
teacher in as a member of your community, as one of yourselves 
and get infinitely greater returns in improved work.
